FOR MANY YEARS, the subject 
of the Hulocaust was tubuu, Nat 
officially, of course. The usual tx 
cuse was thal we were far too [es- 
sured hy current concerns to tackle 
anything but “lightweight” spirituat 
matters, 

The only real effort invested was 
to document the facis themselves, 
the figures, the historical details, 
dvaling with hard evidence so over. 
whelmingly horrific that no inter- 
pretation wes needed. But this still 
left vasi, unexplored territories of 
human suffering and emotional de- 
Struction, untranslatable in terms of 
death-toll statistics, 

True, there were exceptions in the 
past. But now there is a welcome 
revival of the subject, essential 
when some of the propaganda 
wheels are trying to reduce the most 
Brnesomic tragedy in the history of 
mankind to another “episode,” not 
to mention those who are denying 
its existence altogether. 

A documentary such as Becutse 
of That War is important, to start 
with, because it was made by a 
young Isracli, Grna Ben Dov-Niv, 
about young Israelis, Yehuda Po- 
liker and Ya'acov Gilad, leading 
members of Israel's pop aristocracy, 
and devoted exclusively to a single 
theme: the effect of the Holocaust 
on the lives and personalities of 
these twe pop idols. Significantly, 
the director as well as her two δα. 
jevis are all in their 30s. 

Poliker is a singer and song-writ- 
er, Gil’ad is a lyricist and together 
they have shown a serious, creative 
Approach to popular music. But 
even by their standards, their last 
tlbum was a surprise. Entitled 
elshes and Dust, it was their own 
very painlul and sincere confronta- 
tion with the Holocaust, after hav- 
ing lived with it, us it turns out, all 
their lives. 

The album intrigued Ben Dor- 
Niv. For six months she followed 
Poliker und Gil'ad, met their par- 
ents, learned their life stories, and 
then, in an incredibly brief period of 
only eight days, shot all the material 
for the film, creating one of the most 
moving statements made by a mem- 
ber of her generation on this 
subject. 


THE MOOD IS established at the 
outset. Poliker and Gil'ad are left 
alone in a recording studio, and as 
they sit there Poliker starts telling 
his partner about the origin of his 
stammer. His father always eats too 
fast, he says, a habit left over from 
the camps, but once, he swallowed a 
piece of bread the wrong way and 
almost suffocated. The whole thing 
was such a shock tothe young Ye- 
huda that he has stammered ever 
since. 

It is clear from this point that the 
film is going to be not only about 
Yehuda Poliker and Ya’acov Gilad. 
It is also going to be about Yehuda's 
father, Jacquot, a blue-collar work- 
er from Kiyrat Haim, born in Salo- 
nika, and Ya'acov's mother, Halina 
Birnbaum, a Polish-born intellectu- 
al who Idst her family in Auschwitz 
and barely survived herself. ᾿ 

Now in his 60s, Jacquot was orig- 
inally married in Greece. When the 
Germans occupied the country, he 
and his entire family were deported 
to Auschwilz and he was the only to 
survive. Back in Salonika and on the 
verge of suicide, he decided to come 
to Israel. He remarried and started a 
new family, but the past would not 
leave him, It was present in every- 
thing he did, burdening not only 
himself, but his children too. He hud 
an uncontrollable compulsion to 
keep checking, throughout the day,

that none of them was missing. 

Ya’acov Gil'ad’s mother has der 
voted her life to keeping the memo- 

of the Holocaust alive in the na- 
tion’s consciousness, writing and 
lecturing about it and publishing 
the works of writers and poets who 
were killed in the extermination 
camps. 

A fascinating sequence shows her 
reliving her story to high-school stu- 
dents. At first, they listen politely, 
somnolently, a docile audience col- 
lected in the school gym for yet an- 
other boring lecture. But as she pro- 
ceeds, heads raised, eyes stare in 
shock, the distance betweemthe past 
and the present disappears. This 
isn’t a history lesson any more, but 
something very real and horribly 
moving, and by the end of the lec- 
ture the students sit there cowering, 
dumbfounded, speechless. ἱ 

It is easy to understand how Ya'a- 
cov Gil'ad could have written the 
lyrics for Ashes and Dust. 


THE FILM wisely stays anchored in 
the present and avoids documentary 
footage of the past. This is, after all, 
a film about emotions, not about the 
facts that shaped them. The basic 
premise is that the facts are common 
knowledge; the extent of the effects 
and their damage are not. h 
‘The temptation to stray from this 
sober approach was there, to be 


sure, for Halina Birnbaum did go 
back to revisit Poland recently. But 
the camera does not, and the film 
gains by it 

Ben Dor-Niv stays in the back- 
ground, allowing the material to 
speak for itself, applying slight pres- 
sure here or sneaking in a question 
there, to keep up the flow of infor- 
mation. This abolishes the barriers 
between the characters on the 
screen and the audience in the the- 
atre, establishing a common experi- 
ence shared by the two sides. 5 

Thus, when Jacquot Poliker 
breaks down as he recounts the 
journey to the extermination camp, 
you have the same uncomfortable 
feeling you would expect to have 
experienced had you been there in 
person: embarrassment at the sight 
of a man who has bared himself 
more than he intended to, coupled 
with the sick fascination of evil and 
boundless compassion for a kind of 
suffering one can feel for but never 
really understand. ᾿ 

It is no wonder that the audience 
was irked by certain passages of nar- 
ration by a professional speaker on 
the soundtrack when the film was: 
first shown in Jerusalem. It intro- 
duced an alien element, a kind of 
deus ex machina voice that has no 

lace in such a picture. The director 
herself realized this, and for the ver- 
sion to be released generally she has 
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cut this narration to the minimum, 
reading it herself. 


MOST IMPORTANT of all, Be- 
couse of That War is a seeond-gener- 
ation movie, not about the Holo- 
caust, but about Its reflection today. 
True, it is concerned with the people 
who suffered, but the perspective is 
that of those who were not there but 
whose lives have been affected by it. 

Tt is a film that should be shown as 
widely and as often as possible. Like 
the students reacting to Halina Birn- 
baum's lecture, the audiences may 
start by being a bit sceptical, but 
they will quickly δὲ caught by its 
force. 

Younger people who might other- 
wise turn their backs on such a docu- 
ment will be attracted initially by the 
participation of Poliker and Gil'ad; 
but by the time they realize this is no 
pop show, they will be far too en- 
grossed to care, 

The film has already been 
screencd at the Jerusnlem Film Fes- 
tival and had an official premiere at 
the Tel Aviv Museum. However, its 
general release is hamstrung by bu- 
reaucratic entanglements, because 
as a state agency, the Israel Film 
Service; which produced it, has to 
go through certain procedures be- 
fore distributing it. But this film is 
far too important to be left on a 
shelf, gathering dust. a

Hungarian food, but the appearance of « new Hungarian Testaurant, unde, 
our noses, as it were, is not an everyday occurrence. 

Although [I was aware that the Csurdas had opened in Jerusalem, int: 
spot formerly occupied by the Maharajah Indian restaurant, the fact 93; 
brought home to me when the restaurant participated in a food exhibition 
organized for Caje, the Conference on Alternative Jewish Education, 

Tt made me want to go back for more. The restaurant has totally divesieg 
itself of the former Indian decor. It is painted white, with brightly coloured 
folk art on the walls. The tablecloths are white dimask over red 

The menu is extensive, but I suspect that if one is not fully familiar vith 
the Hungarian kitchen, it may prove a bit confusing. Thus, it was only atthe 
end of the meal that I learned that the “blintzes fried in beer," li 
with the blintzes filled with jam or nuts, was usually eaten as a first couse 

Thus, I opened my meal with a far more Prosaic dish of chopped liver, a 
pleasant if not overwhelmingly delicious item. It needed, I felt, a bit moe 
schmaltz to give it a perfect, creamy consistency. 

My companion had no such problems with the cold fruit soup, a slighty 
thickened, mildly seasoned, refreshing presentation with the taste wee 
fruit and just enough sugar to keep it from being overly tart. It was, 1 must 
admit, a more suitable dish for a hot summer day. 

In an effort to choose the most Hungarian of dishes, I ordered the 
Paprikash, a tasty preparation of braised chicken which had been cooked 
with bits of red pepper, imparting just a hint of a hot Pepper avo. 
Curiously, the portion was rather small, consisting of just two pieces 
of chicken, although the rest of the plate was filled with delicious litle 
home-made Hungarian noodle dumplings. 

__ My companion, who ordered roast goose, had no such problems concem- 
ing the size of the portion. Her plate was half-covered by a large leg of 
goose, which had been pertestly cooked, so that it was tender but still solid, 
and very well seasoned. The same was true of the little roast potatoes. 

Both the cucumber salad and the beet salad were suitably spiced to offset 
the rather heavy nature of the main dishes. 

There was still room for dessert and I could not resist the blintzes filled 
with nuts, These were served quite hot, with a very sweet nut filling and 
powdered sugar and chocolate syrup on top. Though decorative, the syrup 
Served to detract from, rather than add to, the dish. 

My companion involved herself in a tong consultation as to whether it 
would be better to order the apple cake or apple strudel. In the end, the

ISRAEL'S fashion industry is getting rendy ta receive sume 80 
foreign buyers, expected to attend Israel Fashion Summer Week, 
which will be Jaunched on Tuesday. This year’s fair wus pushed 
forward a month so that buyers doing the rounds of international 
fashion fairs could be enticed into seeing the Israeli collections 


A al half of the 63 exhibitors representing all Categories of 
apparel will participate in a fashion extravaganza, “40 Years uf 
Fashion", at the Wohl Amphitheatre in Hayarkon Park on open- 
i ight. 

ing nigh Week attendance has been in decline for the past 
decade, hovering at somewhere between 120 and 80 buyers, the 
number thus far committed to attend this year. This drop can be 
attributed in part to the increase in Israeli firms participating in 
fashion events abroad, such as the international fair last week in 


. Dusseldorf, where 38 Israeli buyers showed their wares. 


Tamar Ya‘ar, director of the Fashion Centre of the Israel 
Export Institute which organizes Fashion Week, was recently ona 
promotion trip abroad, One of her main aims was to encourage 
presidents of leading department stores which have been doing 
business with Israel over the years to come here to an awards 
presentation to receive ceremonial recognition from the Minister 
of Industry and Trade. : Ε 

Isracli fashion exports are focused on mass production, with 
little emphasis on “name” designers. However, there arc buyers 
who are more interested in the exclusivity of limited editions. 
While Ya’ar was in the United States, she was asked again and 
again about Israeli designers — who they were and what they were 
doing. There is definitely a market abroad for designer wear, but 
Isracl has been slow in taking advantage of it. 

Meanwhile, fashion and textile exports last year totalled $600 
million. Representatives of the stores who made a major contribu- 
tion to this achievement will be on hand for the awards ceremony 
recognizing their close ties with Israel. 


FOR SUMMER 1989, Israeli manufacturers are saying it with 
flowers. Fashion is blooming, with roses getting top priority, 
followed by tulips, irises and other spring flowers in delicate 
embroideries, embossing, flocks, appliqués and prints. 


Fabrics, mostly cottons and linens with lycra blends ~ not to 
mention viscose, voile, organza and silk — are stretched, puckered 
and crinkled.

Israeli designers looked far afield to the Caribbean, Peru, India, 
Indonesia and Africa for their folk prints and wrapped and tied 
garments, Other sources of inspiration are the surf-loving, Califor- 
hia life-style and the urban environment. 


Though the look is generally more roniintic 
than in the recent past, there's no escaping the fact 
that businesswomen have made a decisive impact in 
what used to be a man’s world. Ansious to Project an 
image that doesn't spell sex appeal, they're still wear- 
ing androgynous styles with munnizh fabrics, sophisti- 
cated shirts and tailored jackets over roony pleated pants 
or no-nonsense skirts. 

This year, although there are still some tute skirts, raffles 
and flounces are definitely on the way out and are being 
replaced by drapes and pleats. 

‘The best cxample of this is in the Gottex collection, which 
coordinator Marta Levy says is the largest the company has 
ever produced. Compared to some of the smaller manufactur. 
ers with a few dozen creations, Gottex has 46 groups in differ- 
ent hues, prints and themes. 

Probably the most vivid of all the Fashion Week collections, 
Gottex has been lavish with pleats and drapes in floating jackets, 
exotic trapeze dresses, fluid pants and, of course, its maillots and 
two-piece bathing costumes. Diaphanous cover-ups and insets 
emit provocative femme fatale signals. The trend in bikinis is to 
emulate lingerie lines. 


THOUGH FRILLS were ubiquitous, designer Noa Bar-Lev stu- 
diously avoided clutter, relying more on the natural fall of the 
fabric than on contrivance. This is really her season. 

All seven groups in the Jacle collection are clean, sophisticated 
and feminine. Bar-Lev is careful not to atlow her collections to 
look over-designed, but she admits to being obsessed with 
detail. The cuts and darts have to be exactly right to define the 
shape of the garment. Eler blazers are mostly short-sleeved. 
Her midi and maxi skirts frequently have wide-bunded 
smocked elastic waists, which give them added flexibility 
not only in terms of stretch but also wearability. They can 
double as strapless sun dresses. Her concession to nostal- 
gia is in wide portrait necklines and skirts with natural 
movement. 


ANOTHER DESIGNER who has always eschewed 
unnecessary frou-frou is Monica David, who put to- 
gether the collection for Jerusalem Lace. Given the 

fact that lace is the company’s signature fabric, Da- 

vid faced a tougher challenge than did her colleagues 
working with other types of cloth. Nonetheless, David 
achieved a wilty union between romance and sporty 
nonchalance. A tricot T-shirt, for instance, has all the 
seams double-stitched and overlocked as is done with jeans, 
but the surface of the garment is dotted with tiny rosebud 
embroidery. Long, lean blazers, with an undeniably sporty 
elan, are reconceptualized with the addition of lace appliqué.

LIKE IT OR NOT, it happens avery 
four years. Television programme 
scheciiles go πόκον to make way for 
Olympic Games coverage. Sports- 
mad viewers will be ueated to 130 
haurs of sports viewing — 100 tans- 
mitted live from the various stadi- 
ums. This may be bad news for the 
hon-sporis mad as the broadcasts 
coincide with the holiday period. 

There will be two marathon broad- 
casts from Seout interspersed with 
feature films and light ontertain- 
ment. The marathons will be broacd- 
cast during Septamber 23-25 and 
Soptember 30 - Octobar 2. The garli- 
or period includes Shabbat and the 
beginning of Succot and the latter 
includes another Shabbat and Sim- 
hat Tora Eve. 

But avon before (he Olympics be- 
gin to dominato our TV scroens in 
the wes hours of Saptembor 18, 
thara wilt be the final major track and 
fiald cantest next Wednesday in Zu- 
tich — fo which |. V will devole two- 
and-a-half hours -- before tha Olym- 
piasts meet again in Seoul. 

As luck would have lt, the Israal 
National Football League’s opening 
match of the season — Hapoel Tel 
Aviv vs. Jerusalem Batar ~— coincides 
with the opening of the Olympic 
Games and will be an adjunct to the 
Olympic highlights presented on ITV 
on Saturday night, Seplember 18. 


The only sports-free night will be 
Yor Kippur, when there will be no 
broadcasts at all. However, all the 
major events taking place on Yom 
Kippur will be featured in a two hour, 
Past-Yom Kippur telecast beginning 
at ΤΊ p.m. 

For the first time in the history of 
the Olympic Games, every contes- 
tant will be caught on camera. That 
doesn’t necessarily mean that we'll 
see the entire Israeli team on screen, 
but the material will be there for fu- 
ture use, The same goes for all the 
other parti-cipating countries. 

The Seoul Olympics will be the 
greatest sporting event ever, this 
time including the African states that 
did not participate in Montraal, the 
Americans who did not compate In 
Moscow, and the Russians who 
cold-shouldered Los Angeles. They 
will also be the occasion for the larg- 
ast and most sophisticated broad- 

casting operation the world has ever 
known, 


FOR ITV personne! who will be there, 
it will be 8. rare encounter with the 
ultimate in electronic equipment. 
Situated as they are fer from the 
alectronic-media centres of Europe 
and the U.S., Israeli technicians and 
broadcasters do not always have a 
chance to see the latest broadcast- 
Ing equipment in action. 


Eighteen Israeli broadcasters, 
technicians and producers, 13 from 
ITV and five from Καὶ Yisrael radio, 
will ba going to Seoul. 

According to Broadcasting Au- 
thority (IBA) director-general Uri 
Porat, who will also be in Seoul, 
along with the directors-general of 
ail the member stations of the Euro- 
pean Broadcasting Union (EBU), ITV 
will soon start replacing its obsolete 
aquipment with up-to-date equip- 
ment. 

At a news conference this week 
with print-media journalists, Porat 
declined to say how such purchases 
would be financed and how they 
would sit with technicians who for 
years blocked the use of ENG (elec- 
tronic _news-gathering) equipment 
until they got ἃ pay raise. 

Seven ITV technicians and one 
video cameraman will be part of the 
NBC team that bought exclusive 
rights to cover the games across the 
U.S. and will also service about 140 
networks throughout the world. 

Another five ITV technicians will 
be part of a large EBU team. 

Porat said that for all these Israelis, 
this will be not only a job, but also a 
learning axperiance that will halp to 
revolutionize ITV,

Defensive driving 


AS A FORMER driver who took 
ana luk at the local roqd scene 
on arrival, when there were far 
fewer cars and teenage drivers, 
and who immadiately dacided 
nover to drive here, 1 think it Is 
crystal claar that any road is safe 
if all drivers adjust to its limita- 
tions. I've driven on the back 
roads of New Hampshire - then 
as deaply pitted as any Israeli 
road, and iced over for months In 
addition — and everybody drove 
accordingly. 

Benny Shalita is fond of saying 
it’s not true that Israeli drivers are 
particularly bad. Perhaps he be- 
lieves this is 8. sound political 
message, but it hits me unpro- 
ductively. ’ve ridden on six and 
eight-lane highways in America, 


and shudder to think what sort of 
water-slide phenomenon this 
would entail here. Why should 
Israeli behaviour behind the 
wheel be different from other be- 
haviour? 

1 doubt whether any public fig- 
ure has tried recently to walk over 
a pedestrian crossing on 8 busy 
road. As 8 spry pedestrian survi- 
vor, I've been doing it for years. 
Not long ago, | watched an in- 
structor showing Ethiopian chil- 
dren how to cope with this peril 
of modernity. She was doing it 
according to the book: here, at 
the striped lines. 

Not practical, alas. As | wrote 
years ago, zebra crossings are 
where a passing zebra may per- 
haps cross safely; but not pedes- 


trians. You will stay there for 
hours, and one driver in 10 will let 
you across. No, what you do is 
cross at any point where no traffic 
is visible in either direction. Cross 
fast, run. (Yes, you may fall, 
Tough luckl So keep in shape, if 
only for this.)

THE ISRAEL Broadcasting Au- 
thority will have to pull its socks 
up if it is to retain the present 
javel of listeners and viewers. A 
survey commissioned by the IBA 
indicates that viewers are in- 
creasingly switching television 
channels to find alternatives to 
ITV presentations. These include 
£ducatlonal Television, cable TV, 
two Jordanian channels , Leba- 
non, Middle East TV, Egypt and, 
of course, video. 

Admittedly, not all these alter- 
natives are available to everyone. 
The quality of the reception one 
gets, or whether one gets it at all, 
depends on where one lives In 
the country. Some people also 
get to see Syrian television, and 
those with satellite dishes can 
catch a huge variety of European 
and American broadcasts. 

Neither is Kol Yisrael radio as 
popular as it used to be. It has 
bean outranked by Galei Zahal, 
the IDF radio station, which at the 
peak period of the day, between 7 
and 8 a.m., captures 16 per cent 
of the listening public. 

Radio Network Two comes sec-

ond with 11 per cent, followed by 
Network Three, with 8 per cant. 
Network One and the Voice of 
Music attract a mere 1 per cent 
gach. Five per cent turn on their 
radios only to hear to the naws, 

In the survey, conducted last 
May by the Israel Institute of Ap- 
plied Social Research, 1,198 peo- 
ple over age 14 were polled. The 
sample showed that 96 per cent 
of the population listens to radio 
on weekdays, with only 59 per 
cent tuning in on Shabbat. Only 
42 per cent catch any of the week- 
day morning peak-hour 
transmissions. 

As far as television viewing is 
concerned, weekday and week- 
end percentages are almost 
equal; 96 per cent on weekdays 
and 94 per cent on Friday nights. 
The figure drops to 81 per cent 
when an average is taken of Fri- 
day-night and Saturday-night 
viewing. 

The most consistently highly

fated programme is the Mubat 
news magazine, which draws 72 
per cent of the viewers avery 
night. It will be interesting to sea 
what happens when Channel 
Two Is legalized and introduces 
its own news programmes. 

Of the weekly programmes, 
Kolboiek, the consumer-affairs 
programme, is again in top slot 
with a viewing public of 92 per 
cent. This gives Kolbotek a com- 
fortable lead over Second Look‘s 
84 per cent and the weekly Pro- 
gramme Preview’s 83 per cent. 

At the time of the survey, the 
enormously popular Police inves- 
tigation was not included in the 
programme schedule, and was 
therefore not given a rating. 

Few of the Friday-night stay-at- 
homes missed Rivka Michaeli’s 
Party Time or the Meni Pe‘er 
Show. Of the 94 per cent who 
watched television on Friday 
nights, 86 per cent watched one 
of these. Seventy-nine per cent 


watched the weekend News 
Diary. 

For all that, the hotlom fine

THE MOST tolling statistic was 
that referring to viewers of cable 
TY. The number has doubled 
since the last survey, and now 
stands at 23 per cent of all view- 
ers. This will undoubtedly in- 
creasa once all 31 cable TV fran- 
chises are distributed. 

Meanwhile, not everyone can 
catch Channel Two, which ac- 
counts for the fact that only 15 
per cent of viewers regularly 
watch one or more of its pro- 
grammes. 

As far as radio is concerned, 
attracting listeners’ attantion at 
various times of the day has be- 
came somewhat of a pingpong 
game between Galei Zahal and 
Network Three. 

Galel Zahal has the advantage 
between 6 and 9 a.m., The score 
evens out between 9 and 10, and 
from 10 am. til 8 p.m, Network 
Three takes the lead. After that, 
Galei Zahal is once more ahead.

IHustrating this trend, anew 
movie, Bab el-Nasr, has been 
released in Cairo. The story 
concerns the arrival of *Daoud” 
played by Magdi Wahaba, as a 
whining, obnoxious character 
“resambling a Jawish merchant 
of Egypt in former days,” to the 
Bab el-Nasr neighbourhood. He 
is accompanied by a friend called 
Soussa.

BLACK AND WHILE woodcuts 
by prolific Flemish printmaker and 
illustrator Frans Masereel, on loan 
from the Stedlijk Prentenkabinet, 
Antwerp, reveal the artist as a keen 
observer and sardonic commentator 
on 20th century European society. 

Early in his career 1918-19) Ma- 
sereel invented the novel without 
words, a tale, depicted through 
woodcut images only, of a callow 
country youth confronted with big 
city life. Themes of love and happi- 
ness, despair and sorrow, social cha- 
os and decadence appearing in this 
work provided Masereel with a res- 
ervoir of ideas for the rest of his 
working life. 

Frequently, his simple, somewhat 
emude style, in which forms were 
teduced to their essence -- with black 
and white starkly employed, not as 
shadow and light, but as opposing 
elements of strong tension — prove 
inadequate for his forceful mes- 
sages, which range from the theatri- 
cal to the banal. Some themes re- 
ceive dual treatment; Woman, for 
example, is shown both as a decora- 
live goddess of love and peace 
(“Flora” and “Homage to Baude- 
lair”) or, as a cheap sex-object (see 

Singer™ and “Shadow"). 

Masereel’s concept of love be- 
fween men and women also swings 
between extremes. In the mawkish 
"Somebody Loves Me” a couple 
embrace Standing tiptoe on the roof- 
tops of two cities, their bodies 
touching over an ocean of water.

TIE GROSSMAN family dream

And then there cume the split, with 
some of the tribe Telurning to Meg 
She'arim, some travelling to the 
U.S. and some, including Nahum, 
returning to Bialystok. 

Chaika attended the Tarbut 
school from the outset; “The ouly 
concession my father made to 
Erandpa was to ‘sacrifice’ my sister 
und send her to the Fahkemoni reli- 
gious Zionist school." 

At age nine, Chaika joined Ha- 

shomer Hatea‘ir. “It was the move- 
ment of the best in the class. But 
that wasn't all.

Papers were stolen and forged for 
others and Chaika wus the contact 
here, too, supplying the documents, 
leading the rescued out of the ghet- 
tos and into hiding, often in quarters 
she had rented ahead of time in her 
Aryin persona. 

In Bialystok, Chaika lived in the 
ghetto as long as it lasted, armed 
with a chit from Judenrat Ieader 
Barash that she was in the organiza- 
tion’s employ. “The chit was for the 
Jewish police!" she says scornfully. 

Chaika’s book, recently published 
in English, makes it strikingly clear 
that she had no time for the Jewish 
police, the Judenraete and “all those 
collaborators who waxed fat on the 
sufferings of their people.” The long 
spoon used by these people to sup 
with the Nazi devil was never long 
enough to save them from complic- 
ily in drawing up the lists of depor- 
tees marked for death, and the first 
ta go were always the old, the sick, 
and the poor, who could not buy 
time and merey. 

The story is confirmed, time and 
again, by reference to the Jruden- 
raete’s own protocols. 

“Barash was a fairly decent man, 
one of the very few Judenrat leaders 
we could even begin to talk to,” she 
says. “But he was so ambivalent: we 
could tell him very little. He and so 
many in all the Judenraete went right 
along with what the Nazis wanted 
them: to believe: that the Jews could 
save themselves by doing the Nazis’ 
bidding, by being productive. He 
was so proud of all the goods the 
ghetto tumed out for the German 
Army, so ashamed when there was 
any criticism of the quality. 

“He used to warn us not to do 
anything before we had consulted 
him.

“IT SOUNDS,” Chaika admits, 
“like a tale out of the Arabian 
Nights. But it's all true: the Poles 
who helped -- Catholics most of 
them, not the Left at first; the cou- 
ple of Germans who were in league 
with the partisans, supplying weap- 
ons and intelligence; even a member 
of the Nazi Party who regularly re- 
newed my forged work permit, hid 
one of the women I smuggled out of 
the ghetto, and helped me, too, af- 
ter the fall of the ghetlo! That man 
went to the labour exchange for me, 
stamped my card himself, and had 
me on his work force! And he had 
even been hiding a friend of mine 
without my being aware of it.

Thad 
watched the selections, had been in 
the fighting in the ghetto. I'd seen it 
fall. When the two of us who were 
left made our way to the Aryan side. 
we wondered what point there wus 
in going on living. Now we were so 
alone, so terribly, painfully isolated 
from all human contact and in an 
implacably hostile environment. 
That was the worst time, those six 
months between the fall of the ghet- 
to and joining the partisans.”” 


AS THE RUSSIAN counter-offen- 
sive drew ever nearer and the pa- 
thetically small, weak Jewish groups 
were co-opted to Soviet-backed 
bands, Chaika joined the Kiinovsky 
Partisan Brigade, working with four 
other young Jewish women in the 
grandiloquently named Anti-Fascist 
Committee. She was back in her all 
too familiar role as liaison, but now 
she moved between town and forest. 

But even when liberation came, 
she knew no rest. 

“The few Jews who remained, 
hidden like animals in the ruins, 
were slaughtered by Poles. We had 
to do something. But there was no 
one to do it with besides Poland's 
new Communist government.”

The draining of the Hula swamps in the early 1950's was 
Israel's first great development project, a sacrosanct tri- 
umph of tha pioneering days of Zionism. For six years our 
fabled idealists attacked the 63,000-chinatn malaria-infest- 
od swamp (o reclaim the land in the name of agricultural 
soltloment, in the name of Zionism. Wall, imagine some- 
body in Panama saying, “Fill in the Canal!” Here in Israel, 
ἃ nature buff is campaigning to bring back Lake Hula, in 
the name of profil, in the name of tourism. 


In this country, you can get away with saying almost 
anything, but not “bring back the Hula.” We might as well 
bring back the Mandate, or the lira, or austerity, Tel Aviv 
could be a desert dune again. People could go back to 
Speaking Yiddish instead of Hebrew. And Theodore Herz! 
could be ramembered as nathing more than a journalist. 
The nature lover claims that most of the aims of the Hula 
Project were not achieved and that ecology has suffered, 
and anyway, he says, nature is in the process of flooding 
the area right back to the way it was so we might as well 
get a step on the inevitable and do it ourselves, turning 
the area over to tourists as a nature reserve.

NOW available in paperback, Clive 
Sinclair's Diaspora Biues is, in one 
sense, a Diaspora writer's version of 
Amos O7's in the Land of Israel. 
While Sinclair does not provide Oz's 
detailed mosaic of contemporary Is- 
racl, he does touch on key elements: 
the debate over the future of the 
territories, tensions between reli- 
gious ancl secular and between Ash- 
kenazis and Sephardis. 

Sinclair, correctly, subtitles his 
work “A View of Israel," but the 
power of his book lies in the contra- 
diction he embodies in being a Zion- 
ist living In England,

THE “ILLUSIONS” referred to in 
Yehoyada Haim's book - namely, 
those enterlained by the Zionist 
leaders in the 1930s ahout reaching 
an understanding with the Palesti- 


ninn national movement - were thus 
in a sense never there to be aban- 
doned in the first place. What did 
prove ta be an illusion was the belief, 
so cloquently expressed by Weiz- 
mann and Ben-Gurion, that an 
understunding could be reached be- 
tween a world entity called the Jew- 
ish people and another world entity 
called the Arab people ~ or, better 
still, between Pan-Jewish Zionists 
and Pan-Arab Palestinian nationat- 
ists. It is ἃ pity that the author of 
Abandonment of Ilusions deals with 
this aspect of the problem only-mar- 
ginally, with the result that the dis- 
tinction between local Palestinian 
and overall Arab opposition to the 
Zionist enterprise is blurred com- 
pletely, 

Since Yehoyada Haim’s stated 
aim is to determine “whether there 
were real chances for a solution that 
were not exploited at that crucial 
period,” he should have clarified 
what proposals for a solution were 
aired, and to which of them the 
Arabs of Palestine were opposed. 
He does, to be sure, refer to Ben- 
Gurion's meetings with Antonius 
(there were three of them): he refers

enough not to shirk the question 
faciug Diaspora Jewry. Writing ab- 
out his young son Seth, Sinclair asks, 
“But will Seth ever think of this 
rebuilt country as a home, rather 
than as ἃ place for great holidays? 
How can ἴ pass on my commit- 
ment?" 

_ For some, the answer to this ques- 
tion is obvious, but Sinclair's 
“almost pristine prose” provides an 
explanation why, for others, Israel 
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alo te Ben-Guiion's bel 
existence of “one monelithig Arab 
nationalist movement (that) envem- 
passed the entire Arab world; but 
in his account of the meetings with 
Antonius he chouses to emphasize 
the latter's negative stand without 
actually telling us what he did prop- 
use — namely, «focal solution to the 
conflict rather than a Pan-Arab one. 

{( should be added here, however, 
that this omission in no way reflects 
on the curnest and sound scholarship 
of Dr. Haim's buok, in which he has 
clearly invested much time und pati- 
ence, gathering, sifting and summar- 
izing a vust amount of material, 
much of it from archives and other 
primary sources. 


A FITTING motto both for the 
Abandonment of Illusions and for 
Great Power Discord in Palestine can 
be found in the wry comment with 
which Amicam Nachmani concludes 
his book, whose long subtitle states it 
is about “the Anglo-American Com- 
mittee of Inquiry into the Problems 
of European Jewry and Palestine 
1945-46." The Arabs of Palestine, 
Nachmani writes, themselves had no 
doubts regarding their right to self- 
determination and eventual state- 
hood. "Yet not all of them envisiged 
ἃ separate and independent Palesti- 
nian entity within the Arab world. 
Nor did the Arab states reveal much 
enthusiasm when it came to support- 
ing their Palestinian brethren’s right 
to independence, What they prom- 
ised the AAC in 1946 they tried to 
fulfil in 1948; to crush any attempt at 
the creation of a Jewish state. There 
was, however, a difference between 
πῇ opposition to Zionism, which the 
Arab states vigorously maintained, 
and support for Palestinian Arab 
independence, which they did not 
manifest. The country was finally 
partitioned not between its Jews and 
Arabs, but between Israc! and the 
Arab states. (My italics.) Ben- 
Gurion's old Pan-Arab vision, it 
would seem, finally came true! 
Great Power Discord in Palestine 
sets out to reconstruct the proceed- 
ings of the Anglo-American Com- 
mittee of Inquiry, from its initial 
deliberations in Washington, and 
then in London, in Western and 
Central Europe, in the Middle East 
and in Lausanne. The author stres- 
ses the Anglo-American aspect of 
this “discord,” and concludes it was 
Anglo-American rivalry that tilted 
the scales in favour of the establish-

JOHN WEISMAN'S Blood Crizs 
proclaims itself a novel on its front 
cover. The truth is it is really more of 
a thriller, set in Israel, and centring 
on an intrepid American Jewish re- 
porter who discovers the existence of 
the Jewish underground movement.

He declared himself a 
Communist, and contributed an 
anonymous article to Labour 
Monthly, under the title “The 
Events in Palestine” (here given in 
an appendix.) 

Hodgkin's Letters from Palestine 
1932-36 include some he had written 
when he was trying, unsuccessfully, 
τὸ get αὶ training as an archaeologist 
at Professor Gurstang's Jericho dig 
during the winter of 1932-33, 

Hodgkin was eventually expelled 
from Palestine, althongh he had 
planned to spend some time in an 
Arab village, observing events in the 
embattled land.

THOSE WHO forget history are in- 
clined to believe that this century 
has produced greater changes than 
any other. A good case can be made 
for every century since the Dark 
Ages, at least in art. If anything, it 
was the 19th century thal saw as 
much essential change and innova- 
tion in art as in any other, 

The 19th century also saw the be- 
ginnings of the ever-burgeoning in- 
flation that has beset the field of urt 

ever since. For while buyers of art 
have grown in huge numbers, the 
hordes of eager potential suppliers 
are now beginning to outstrip them. 

If the art world today is under- 
supplied with innovation, it is cer- 
tainly over-supplied with artists. 
Many, if not most of them, are 
women. Pamela Nunn tells us that in 
the Census of 1841 there were 278 
women in Britain who defined 
themselves as artists (painters of pic- 
tures as opposed to craftswomen). 
By 1871, the figure was 1069. It has 
ballooned ever since. 

Itis a sad fact of life that the great 
majority of artists working and even 
selling today will be quite forgotten 
soon after their disappearance from 
this scene. So it was in previous 
centuries too, But feminist writers 
as well as hunters of doctorates con- 
tinue to make a living by ressurrect- 
ing corpses who were barely alive, 
creatively speaking, even before 
they were dead. 

So it is too with Pamela Nunn's 
book on Victorian women artists. 
The author points out that women 
were involved in all the major art 
movements of the second half of the 
century, yet have been neglected, 
she suggests, simply because they 
were females. The same point was 
made nearly a decade ago in Ger- 
maine Greer's The Obstacle Race. 
which | am sure Miss Nunn has read 
but fails to list in her bibliography. 
But the truth is that all these accom- 
plished female artists have been for- 
Gotten because they were generally 
ωραν ἡωημ and in many cases 
downright ordinary. One has only to 
look at the illustrations in Victorian 
Women Artists to see this. These 
ladies stood head and shoulders he- 
low the giants of Impressionism and 
the leaders of the Pre-Raphaclite 
Brotherhood (sic). 

Nunn would have done better to 
delve Geeper into the issucs sur- 
Tounding the Pre-Raphaclites, in- 
Stead of merely louking at the tech- 
Miques adopted by some women 
altracted to the Sisterhood of the 
movement, The Brotherhood essen- 
tially saw women, young women, as 
Sex-objects to be both worshipped 
and rescued and eventually en- 
slaved, The key to their charm was 
their femininity, even though they 
hose Often presented as witches with 
luge chins, It was femininity, as 

Unn herself points out, that was 
required in Victorian women of all 

Bsses. But like most feminists (a 
Contradiction in terms?) she seizes 
heen very oportunity to state that 
emininity is the enemy of women's 
ambition and fulfilment. 

Nevertheless, Nunn's collection of 
Rene and case histories is useful. 
in lentlessly didactic, it gives us an

ti, Hunt, Millais and Burne-Jones, 
inspired by Keats, Tennyson and 
Rossetti's own poetry, made of nu- 
bile young women objects of wor- 
ship. They hunted “stunners,” some- 
times passing models to each other. 
In their pictures they turned them 
into symbols. In their studios, they 
turned them into mistresses or wives 
or, Pygmalion-like, transformed 
lice-ridden teenage guttersnipes into 
genteel young ladies, who graduat- 
ed from Bohemia to the salons. 

It was almost comic. Lust and sex- 
uality were sublimated — or merely 
disguised - in their soulful paintings 
of soulful young ladies with huge 
manes of (lice-free) hair. Burne- 
Jones actually painted a Pygmalion 
series, rendering the slender nude 
with the chasteness of a church 
window. 

Elsewhere, chivalry and the res- 
cue theme were more than appar- 
ent. Millais painted a hilarious dead- 
pan rescue of a naked girl tied to a 
tree, the knight using his weapon to 
free her. In real life Millais did the 
same thing for Effie Ruskin, rescu- 
ing her from a sexless marriage, to 
the famous artist-critic, marrying 
her after a discreet interval and fa- 
thering five children. Actually 
Frank Dicksee has beaten Millais to 
the theme by five years when, in 
1865, he painted a knight dispatch- 
ing another who had early begun 
disrobing a young lady tied to a tree

these days. Pre-Freudian Victorians 
found these works shocking and 
Millais's The Knight Errant lad to 
be hung at home. 

Holman Hunt, the founding fa- 
ther and, unlike some of the others, 
a pillar of Christian rectitude, had 
been a lot more specific two decades 
earlier, His The Hireling Shepherd, 
1851, intended as an allegory and 
subsequently read also as a Chris- 
tian one, complete with the neglect- 
ed sheep straying into the dangerous 
corn and the lamb with the poison- 
ous green apple, nevertheless fea- 
tures as its prominent foreground 
theme a bucolic couple clearly about 
to roll over in the clover, but inter- 
rupted by the appearance of that 
symbol of mortality, the death's 
head moth; Hunt had actually found 
the attractive shepherdess in a field. 
Old Holman, in true Gladstonian 
fashion, was an expert al rescuing 
young ladies from “inevitable deg- 
radation"; one of them became the 
model for the seduced young girl in 
his The Awakening Conscience, 
1853. However much he disap- 


‘proved of carnal sin, Hunt, like 


Gladstone, could not help being fas- 
cinated by sinners. 

The Pre-Raphaelite movement 
attracted scores of followers but its 
tight, flat style, with its accent on 
draughtsmanship rather than paint- 
ing, looked back rather than for- 
ward; and subject-matter aside, it 
had nothing to offer the future. Tt is 
the narrative subject matter that still 
excites so much interest, but then 
man has had his goddesses in every 
age, including our own. Jan Marsh 
has given us all these Victorian 
ones, nicely identifying them as 
Doves and Mothers, Fallen- Damo- 
zels, Sorceresses, Pale Ladies of 
Death, Bohemians and Stunners 
and even Holy Virgins. Her read- 
able text is gossipy and informed, 
the ‘illustrations are excellent. A 
bargain of a book. 


CHRISTOPHER NEWALL'S 
book looks at another side of Pre- 
Raphaelitism, but I had to laugh at 
his use of the phrase "its desire to 
penetrate and understand” (the in- 
ner significance of a place or a build- 
ing) and to describe features and 
characteristics of a subject with “dis- 
passionate objectivity.” 6 6 

One can only be dispassionate 
about things on which one holds no 
passionate views. It is a characteris-

LAST BUT by no means least, Nor- 
ma Broude's splendid and richly if- 
lustrated book. the mast important 
of this hatch, should serve to focus 
attention an ἃ group af seriqus and 
talented [tian pamters whose eriti- 
eal Fortunes have waxed and waned 
over the 

The Macchiaioli, a disp 
group of painters living in Tu 
at the opening of the second h 
the 1th century, are still popularly 
associated by Italians with the Ri- 
sorgimento, the political unification 
of Ltaly, but despite their many mili- 
lary subjects they were simply, first 
and last, meat and potatoes painters 
who were professional in every way 
and certainly the equals, if not the 
betters, of many of their English 
contemporaries. Above all, they 
were masters of composition in the 
grand Degas manner, often inspired 
by the same sources drawn upon by 
Degas himself: the Japanese wood- 
block print. 

Macchia has several convenient 
meanings in Italian: rebel, sketch, 
patch and effect. The name was giv- 
en them by i critic offended by their 
celebration of the immedincy of 
their sketches or works with an un- 
finished look; while many of these 
were studies for more finished 
works, others were left lively for 
their own sake and that of their ef- 
fect. The best of the ‘Tuscans were 
Giovanni Fattori, Telemuco Signo- 
rini, Guiseppe Abbati und Silvestro 
Lega. There was nothing slapdash 
about them however; quite the con- 
trary. Their appreciation of the 
sketch was as intellectual as Consta- 
bie's and their careful consideration 
of every move was as contrived as 
(that of Degas, who famously de- 
clared that spontaneity was un- 
known ta him. The Macchiaioli 
knew and admired his work. 

Signorint and Fattori were ex- 
traordinarily advanced for their 
time. Like many of their colleagues, 
they milked the same source materi- 
al that they themselves prepared 
again and again, as can be seen in 
their works featuring oxen or hor- 
ses. Fattori was particularly marvel- 
lous at combining perspective with 
flattened space in a way that would 
have detighted Hirashige, almost his 
contemporary. 

Professor Broude’s interest in 
these narrative and genre painters 
grew out of her first dissertation, 
written several decades ago, but she 
has more than the average histori- 
an’s eye, as her discussions of com- 
position show. But I wish she had 
looked into how the Macchiaioli sys- 
temized their compositions and 
chose their various rectangles, as all 
their decisions seem to follow the 
laws of the Golden Section and what 
was identified only in the 1920s as 
Dynamic Symmetry. 

Broude tells us that the link be- 
tween these highly professional Tus- 
cans was the famous Caffe Miche- 
langiolo in Florence, where artists 
from all over Europe gathered when 
visiting the city. Perhaps the passing

THIS TS A whedunit with a 
psychoanalytic institute as the sete 
fing. The motive ts the possession of 
special Knowledge. Eva Nydorf, a 
respected senior training analyst, is 
found murdered on the morning she 
is to give wlecture on ethical aspects 
of psychoanalysis, We soon discover 
that all copics of the lecture are 
missing. Whoever the murderer, 
clearly his purpose is to suppress the 
contents, The death is discovered by 
Shlomo Gold, who volunteers to 
come early to arrange the chairs for 
the lecture. 

Before he finds the body, we are 
given a glimpse of the very regular 
and disciplined life of the institute, 
now disrupted by tragedy. As a 
counterpoint to this well-ordered 
background, we have the pace of the 
detective work, fast and heedless of 
arderly time schedules. Chief In- 
spector Michael Ochayon works all 
day and all night if necessary, with 
no break for meals or rest. 


THE CHARACTER of Michael 
Ochuyon is beautifully drawn. Of 
Sephardi origin, he is sensitive, scru- 
pulous, intelligent and imaginative. 
When Hildersheimer, head of the 
institute, sees him work through the 
night, he asks: “How does your 
family life stand up to it?” “Who 
snys it cloes?" comes the reply. 

Ochayon is a highly skilled inter~ 
viewer. He has discovered that si- 
lence is often the best way to get the 
other ta talk. A moving moment 
occurs in the interrogation of the 
military governor of X: “lt was de- 
pression...and it is the work." he 
explains. He has to give out licences, 
and “they need a licence for every- 
thing, even τὺ pee.” 

As the inquiry proceeds, we learn 
much about the characters us indi- 
viduals. It is not what they do but 
who they know which matters, and 
this gives us the first clue to the 
mystery. 

Every piece of the mosaic fits. 
This is everything a good detective 
cea should be, and a sheer joy to 
read. 


WHAT I FAIL to understand is why 
the author does a blow-by-blow 
transposition from reality: Disraeli 
Street becomes Montefiore, Talbieh 
Hospital is Margoa Hospital and 
Kfar Shaul becomes Kfar David. A 
character with an American name 
receives another American name, 
and so on. This gives the impression 
that the characters must be taken 
from life (despite the customary dis- 
claimer). So the reader begins to 
wonder where realily ends and fan- 
tasy begins. Since the murder and 
everything leading to it is fantasy, 
why didn't the author invent the 
characters from scratch? o

KUDOS to Simpson for digging up 
a wealth of punchy quotes by the 
fess-than-famous, but there are also 
too many immortals listed here with 
thoughts worth no more than ἐδ 
munutes of renown, and a niggling 
dearth of generic favourites that we 
expect to find but don't. Still, with 
this era of ours so exhaustingly vei- 
bose, Simpson had to put the Just 
page somewhere, 

One can't really complain too 
strenuously about what's not in here 
beenuse of the [0,000 quotes that 
ure. Quoting 4,000 people and cov- 
ering the full gamut of contempo- 
tury pronunciamentos from adver- 


tising slogans to communist blurts — 
one of the best in the latter category 
is Brezhnev's startling “God will not 
forgive us if we fail” - Simpson en- 
dows us with the definitive successor 
to Bartlet’s: Familiar Quotations. 

John Bartlett, 1820-1905, was the 
son of a New England seufarer, self- 
educated past grade schoul by his 
jub as bookseller in the Cambridge 
University bookstore. Bartlett real- 
ized the necd for a reference book 
on quotations when the most 
learned of Harvard's professors 
would come to him stumped for the 
source and exact wording of ‘famil- 
iar" quotes. His personal collection 
became his contribution to classic 
literary references. 


JAMES SIMPSON worked as a 
journalist, as un advertising execu- 
tive und in corporate public rela- 
tions, leaving the world of words for 
the Word Itself when he became an 
Episcopal priest. Daniel Boorstin, 


the Pulitzer Puzeswinning history, 
wites πα hi. foreword that Simp 
somr's versatile ex pericnee in the con 
renporary median alerted ane quah- 
fred him te record the wittier, mare 
eluquent, more teseating spokes: 
men wince JYS0. 11 is quite obvious 
that Father Simpson, like Bartlett, 
loves the pontificating suphistiy of 
his age boiled down to snappy smip- 
per. The difference is. Bartlew's 
chronicles go heavy on the Bible and 
Shakespeare, neither of which have 
added much in Simpson's litetime.

A goodly number of the “contem- 
porary” quotations wre from long 
before the [950 cut-off date, but 
Simpson justifies their inclusion 
with a little license, if the quote was 
mentioned after 1951).

THIS LATEST addition to Englixh- 
language Bernsteiniana (the book 
appeared, minu few additions, 
four years ago in German) will make 
life easier for future writers and 
scholars involved with the story of 
this singularly fasvinating and cele- 
brated American musician, Peter E.

as well as a bibliography, a discogra- 
phy and a chronological sequence of 
Bernstein's works. 

Despite occasional repetitions and 
cross-references, the main aspects of 
Bernstein's activity are handled 

separately. The biographical chapter 
is followed by “The Conductor and 
Interpreter of Music,” five chapters 
on the compositions and a chapter 
each devoted to Bernstein the music-

fn terms of thoroughness, there is 
fwueh to be said for such a compart- 
tuentilized format. [t does, howev- 
er, keep the reader nt arm's length 
fram the life-size Lenny Bernstein, 
fron his broadly inquisitive mind 
and variety of intertwined musical 
pursuits. Indeed, time and again. 
one feels one is leufing through a 
textbook. 

General declarative statements 
abound: “It is certainly true that 
classical and Romantic music inter- 
preted by Toscanini and Bruno Wal- 


ter sounded as if they almost never 
“broke the line’; they gave musical 
expression to the prevalent notion of 
classicism as the sublime realization 
of unity of idea and form, and 
Romanticism as a poetic, profoundly 
Personal art surmounting purely 
musical forms; this they did while 
suppressing their own individual 
feelings and emotions." No corro- 
boration follows. 

The writing can become cumber- 
some, as the 13U-word (!) sentence 
On page !7, among others, exempli- 
fies. The music analysis yields, on 
occasion, the following: “After an 
introductory five-note phrase, the 
clarinet plays a lyrical seven-note 
motif extending through three bars; 
the opening five notes and the next 
seven combine with the piano 
accompaniment to make a structure 
employing 11 of the 12 semitones of 
the octave.” The discussion of Bern- 
stein the interpreter, on the other 
hand, is almost entirely based on 
secondary sources ~ reviews and tes- 
timonials by distinguished col- 
leagues. 


PERHAPS TO INJECT life into the 
proceedings, the author shares a 
generous number of anecdotes. Un-

fortunately, these tend to distort an 
inner sense of proportion. The intri- 
gues between Viennese orchestras, 
for one, are accorded more space 
than Bernstein's three-year stint 
with the City Symphony of New 
York, the first orchestra of which he 
was fully in charge. Significantly, it 
was during those years (hat the con- 
ductor's untiring championship of 
American music became prominent. 
The account of a meeting between 
Bernstein and Arturo Toscanini -- 
the two giants of this century's 
American musical scene — does not 
‘spark a ciscussion of their respective 
roles; rather, an unrelated Toscanini 
anecdote is rehashed. 

On factual grounds, Gradenwitz's 
monograph is an imposing piece of 
work. True, using the Hebrew 
fames of Bernstein's relatives in 
Soviet Russia doesn't make a great 
deal of sense (introducing the con- 
ductor’s father as Sam and his uncle 
in Russia as Shlomo could only imp- 
ly, groundlessly, the latter's stronger 
Jewish identity; “Semyon" in other 
Sources is more plausible), and the 
German spelling of Bernstein's 
mother's Ukrainian birthplace is dis- 
concerting. And the composer Marc 
Blitzstein is referred to as if he were ' 
still alive. Yet these are minor ble- 
mishes. A solid piece of reference, 
this book is bound to turn up on 
Many a shelf. o

THE PAST 20 yeurs have seen the 
development of a seemingly un- 
breakable tie between the studies of 
psychoanalysis, semiotics and liter- 
ury analysis.

A welcome relief to obfuscation, 
Carl Frankenstein's new book pro- 
vides ἃ marvellous return to a more 
lucid period. where theoreticians 
said what they meant without having 
to encode it 50. deeply that most 
mortals had no chance whatever in 
the game. 


In his remarkably erudite work, 
Frankenstein starts from the point of 
view that no psychology can be valid 
unless it contains a realization of the 
essences und norms of man's human- 
ity. To this noted psychologist, there 
is nothing intellectualist about such 
wisdom: to him wisdom implies the 
taking up of a vital position, one that 
is rational and not arbitrary and can 
be useful in some way or other, 

Acknowledging that psychology 
(and thus psychotherapy) must al- 
ways be ambiguous and can never be 
defined us a fully empirical science, 
Frankenstein goes on to present ὃ 
madel, some 50 years in the con- 
struction, that re-exumines current 
concepts of the psyche. 


IN ADDITION o aon ore 
expected sources of Freud, Jung 
Heinz Hartmann, this model of the 
“structured development of the 
psyche” incorporates ideas put for- 
ward by such seemingly diverse 
sources as physicist Niels ga 
psychologists Gurdner Murphy an 
Jean Piaget, anthropologist 
Briihl (a welcome change from the 
usual references to Levy-Strauss 
whom one tends to grow ee ial 
days) and philusophers Nie 
Sartre.

NOW 'ERE'S a funny thing, as Max 
Miller used to say, Though the Rev. 
Martin Luther King Jr. practically 
pulverized the Seventh Command- 
ment with his enthusiastic fornicit- 
ing, the media always covered up for 
him. Even when Hoover's FBI 
agents, anxious to discredit him for 
his work in the field of human rights 
for which he had deservedly won the 
Nobel Prize, offzred editors tapes 
and photugraphs, they were turned 
down. 

This is hardly fair to the Swug- 
garts, the Bakkers and the panting 
Harts of this world, you must agree, 
especially as Martin Luther King is 
still portrayed as a combination of 
Gandhi, Jesus, the Buddha and 
Goody Two-Shoes. Along with 
Beowulf, Skandarbeg, the Flying 
Dutchman and John F. Kennedy, he 
has joined the supra-human beings 
who inhabit a world between myth 
and historical fact.

John F. Kennedy placed King Ar- 
thur’s court firmly at 1600 Pennsyl- 
vania Avenue by babbling empty 
rhetoric about a New Frontier, invit- 
ing Casals and others to. play there 
or having such luminaries as Sir [sn- 
iah Berlin, the well-known quick- 
on-the-drawl artist, lecture to the 
president's guests. 

Yet JFK, I'm afraid, was badly 
miscast as King Arthur and more 
closely resembled the Prince Regent 
who, it was said, had the “morals of 
a spoiled stoat." A compuslive 
womanizer, Kennedy unsheathed 
Excalibur for such kiss-and-tell part- 
ners as Marilyn Monroe; Joan 
Hitchcock, the aptly-named social- 
ite; Judith Campbell Exner, who 
generously shared her favours be- 
tween him and Mafia chief Sam 
Giancana; and many others. Be- 
tween assignations, he relied on two 
White House. secretarial staffers, 
code-named Fiddle and Faddle by 
the secret service. These personable 
young women had few if any secre- 
tarial skills but, as Charles Coburn 
observed to Cary Grant in a 1952 
movie as they watched Marilyn 
Monroe wiggle her way across the 
room, “Anyone can type.” 

Not since Nan Britton used to 
meet President Harding in a White 
House broom closet for the cing-2- 

sept, had there been such scarcely- 
concealed slap-and-tickle. It was 
more like Loesser's Guys and Inflat- 
able Dolls than Lerner and Loewe's 
Camelot, yet the press clammed up 
and not a dickey-bird was heard 
about the Public's Right to Know. 

Kennedy's administration, wrote 
the British historian A.J.P. Taylor, 
“was filled with non-achievement.” 
He wasn’t referring to JFK's sexual 

conquests, of course, but perhaps he 
was bang too kind to the man who, 
claims David S. Broder, the Wash- 
ington Post columnist, cleverly pre- 
vented the press from “retracing the 
steps” that had led to 1962's Cuban 


missiles crisis in order to conceal his 
authorship of a fileral blockbuster 
you could call Zhe Nuked and the 
Dead. The Fiddles of the King also 
included the Bay of Pigs fiasen. 
sending the first American forces 
into Vietnam and doing bugger all 
about civil rights -- yet, somehow, 
John F. Kennedy remained the dar- 
lin’ boy of the media, Odd, isn't it? 

One possible explanation is that 
we're looking back to the Sixties, 
during the reign of Pope John Paul 
Ringo George, when half America 
was stoned and adversarial or attack 
journalism was not yet the norm. 
Even so, Kennedy was afforded spe- 
cial privileges. During his 1960 cam- 
paign, for example, reporters trave!- 
ling with the candidate 
actually assisted in planning his 
strategy. 


EVEN WITHOUT Joan Collins, 
The Kennedys could have made it 
fantastic soap opera crowded with 
unbelievable chiracters und inci- 
dents, a serious rival to Dynasty, 
since the cast is even more revalting 
than the Carringtons.
